Treaſon, for deſigning to Leavy War, and compaſs the Death of His Majeſty, The 
Evidence againſt him was the Lord Howard, Collonel Shepherd a Vintner in Corw-' 
hill, &c. who ſed, that he had been at divers Confſults 1n order to raiſe Re- 
bellion and Leavy War, and a General Rifirg thronghout the Kingdom, 'and that 
a Declaration had beendrawn tothat purpole, and a Survey taken of the King's 
Guards at the Savoy and Myſe, in order to Surptize them, ec. So that after divers 
Arguments the Jury found him Guilty of the Hgh-Treaſon, - 

Thomas Wallcot, Tobn Rouſe, William Hone, and William Blake, were Tryecd for
